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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during April, May and June, 1957. 


April. 


General.—During most of the month a vast region of low pressure covered the tropics and 
winds there mainly varied between south-west to south-east on the coast and east to north-east 
on the eastern border. At times during the first and last week winds over the southern half of 
the State were easterly and skies cloudless. These conditions were brought about by anticyclones 
centred in the Bight though areas of high pressure were not always located so far south. Occa- 
sionally they moved over the North Eastern Goldfields with the result that winds in southern 
divisions were typical of those expected at the change of seasons—chiefly light and variable, 
strengthening at times from the north-west. 


Twice during the month, on the 9th and 24th, air of southern origin swept over the state 
extending as far northward as Mundiwindi. On each occasion it followed in the wake of a depres- 
sion moving eastward into the Bight and was responsible for periods of low temperatures in 
southern divisions. 


Very little rain accompanied the first disturbance with the result that minimum temperatures 
were generally lower than after the second which produced widespread falls throughout the 
South West division. 


Gales associated with this latter disturbance caused considerable damage at sea and in 
coastal districts between Fremantle and Esperance. Strong winds were also reported from the 
South Eastern and Eucla divisions where they caused local dust storms. 


Cold fronts, associated with other depressions, crossed the lower west coast at times but 
their influence was restricted to southern-most districts where they caused scattered showers. 


Rainfall_—_Westerlies predominating in southern districts brought frequent showers to the 
south coast. At times falls extended to places in central coastal and agricultural areas but during 
the first three weeks were always light and generally less than 20 points. 


However, no rain was recorded in more than half the state and totals above 50 points were 
confined to the Kimberly and South West divisions. 


General rain fell throughout the South West division for the second time this year and at 
most places was heavier than the first general fall of mid-March. But for this rain, few South West 
centres would have reached their normal, as falls at numerous places exceeded an inch and reached 
two inches at some. 


The only tropical station at which falls were above normal was Kalumburu in the far north. 
In the south of the state above normal falls were restricted to central coastal, south coastal and 
south-eastern agricultural areas. 


Numerous places in the South Eastern division reported no rain. Parts of the Gascoynes, 
De Grey and Fortescue were also rainless and no rain fell in the North Eastern division. 


Temperature.—In the North Kimberley and De Grey divisions temperatures were consistently 
above normal and at Fitzroy Crossing, Marble Bar and Wyndham, reached 100° on 29, 24 and 
21 days respectively. The highest temperature, 109°, was recorded on the 8th at Roebourne. On 
two other days, maxima there reached 108° and even as late as the 30th, 106° was recorded. 


On the 4th a marked cool, change, following in the wake of a low pressure trough, extended 
across southern areas of the state and maxima were as much as 32° lower than the previous day. 
Though temperatures rose again during the following days the rise was only temporary and by the 
8th there was a second, and this time, more general fall experienced as far north as Mundiwindi. 


During the second half of the month few stations south of the Fortescue reported maxima 
above normal though minimum temperatures were mainly above. This resulted in little difference 
between temperature extremes at some south coastal stations and occasionally the range between 
maximum and minimum was less than 10°. 


Metropolitan.—Due to the high frequency of maximum temperatures in the 70° to 75° range, 
the average maximum for the month was below normal for the first time this year. Since the 
13th, temperature in Perth has not exceeded 75°, and on the 22nd did not rise above 66-3°. This 
is the lowest maximum since October 5th, when 65-8° was recorded. 


Minima were about average and varied from 65-3° on the 3rd and 21st to 50-8° on the 28th. 


Steady rain fell before noon on the 21st and by 9 a.m. the next day 162 points were recorded. 
This was the highest 24-hour fall since April 10th, 1955, when 213 points were registered. 


Wind gusts exceeded 39 miles per hour on only two days and usually were less than 25 miles 
per hour. Between midnight and 6 a.m. on the 22nd there were numerous gusts over 40 miles 
per hour and at 2.32 a.m. one reached 59 miles per hour. This was the strongest gust since June 
llth when one reached 74 miles per hour. 
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May. 


General.—During the first and third weeks, weather over the state was characterised by the 
absence of cloud. High pressure systems centred high in the Bight were responsible for these 
sunny conditions and winds in all divisions were mainly easterly. 


At the beginning of the second week rains fell throughout the South-West division. Southern 
depressions, moving eastward, were responsible for these and other general falls which followed at 
almost weekly intervals after the 8th. During the last week when rains were heaviest, progressive 
totals for all centres showed a marked rise. 


Late in the month, unseasonably heavy rains developed over the West Gascoyne and Fortes- 
cue divisions and at a number of stations totals exceeded 2 inches. Dirk Hartog on the 23rd, and 
Giralia, Bullara and Meilga on the 27th, reported record daily falls for May of 438 points, 410 
points, 317 points and 248 points respectively. 


Though they were mainly easterly in the tropics and westerly on the south coast, winds over 
central areas varied between periods of easterlies and westerlies and for the greater part it was not 
until the fourth week that they were appreciably strong. Gales became more frequent as the 
month drew to a close and on the 27th a tornadic squall caused considerable damage in the metro- 
politan area. 

There were some marked ranges in minimum temperature during the month. At Watheroo, 
one of the first places to report frost, minima on the 7th, 8th and 9th were 54°, 34° and 51° respec- 
tively. Temperatures at Collie did not fall below 55° on the 30th, though the previous day they 
were 20° lower, while at Derby the minimum fell to 57° on the 23rd, but four days later was 83°. 


Rainfall—tThe rain which fell throughout the South-West on the 7th and 8th was for some 
inland stations the first since the 22nd April. However, though some falls were heavy it was not 
until the 15th that general rains, comparable with those of the previous month, were recorded. 
Falls were heaviest in south coastal districts, where earlier in the week there had been numerous 
showers, and at Bridgetown, Busselton, Greenbushes and Margaret River—the first stations to 
record more than 3 inches this month—ranged between 180 and 144 points. 


The second general fall followed on the 23rd and numerous places recorded more than an 
inch. In the north coastal district where, till then, rains had been light, more than half-an-inch 
fell at most stations, and overnight the totals for the month were doubled. 


Most of the rain recorded in May fell during the following week and heavy falls extending 
into the West Gascoyne, Fortescue and West Kimberleys resulted in totals being above normal 
at some centres. However, no rain was reported from the remainder of the Kimberleys and only a 
little from the De Grey. 


Falls became more frequent towards the end of the month, but despite this more than 50 per 
cent. of centres in the South-West division did not exceed their normal. The deficit in this division 
was greatest to the south-east where totals at Hopetoun and Esperance were more than 67 per 
cent. below. However, near the lower west coast most stations exceeded 4 inches and a few 
7 inches. 


Though some rains extended into the southern districts, northern areas of the South-West 
division were rainless for the second consecutive month. Only during February this year has rain 
fallen at Yundamindera. 


Temperature.—Despite the generally overcast weather with which the month ended, mean 
temperatures for most stations were above normal. This was due mainly to the return to early 
autumn conditions during the first week when for five—and at places six—consecutive days, 
maxima at South West centres exceeded 80°. Some places recorded their highest May tempera- 
ture since 1933. At Esperance, temperatures reached 89° on the 6th, only 2° below the highest 
in the state that day, while at Geraldton 91° was recorded on the 3rd. 


In the De Grey and West Kimberleys where there were frequent centuries last month, maxima 
continued above normal until the 21st, and, particularly in the northern areas 95° was exceeded 
on a number of occasions. It was in these divisions that the highest temperature during the 
month, 100°, was recorded, and it occurred at Anna Plains, Derby and Roebourne on the Ist, 


After the first week the occurrence of maxima above and below normal was fairly evenly 
distributed in divisions south of the Gascoynes. The same was true for minimum temperatures 
in coastal regions but over central agricultural areas, where some frost occurred during the second 
and third weeks, minima were predominantly below normal. Temperatures were lowest at 
Bridgetown, where on the 21st they fell to 31°, following minima of 33° and 32° on the 19th and 
20th respectively. 


Low temperatures also occurred in the South-Eastern and Eucla divisions where Norseman 
and Forrest recorded 32° and 33°, while at Rawlinna the mean minimum of 46-8° was exceeded 
on only seven occasions. 


Metropolitan.—Due to the predominance of maxima above 80°, and the few occurrences of 
minima below 50° the month was one of the warmest Mays on record. 

During the first six days almost a third of the month’s normal sunshine was recorded and 
from the 2nd to the 6th temperatures exceeded 80° daily—a record for the month—reaching 
86-1° on the 5th. This is the highest May temperature since the same date in 1933 when the 
maximum was 1° higher. 
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As the month drew to a close, increasing cloudiness resulted in little variation in tempera- 
tures, and on the 22nd they reached only 62-9°—the lowest maximum since mid-October, while the 
minimum of 59-0° was equal highest for the month. During the last week maxima seldom rose 
above 68° and exceeded 70° only once. 


Though one day in two was wet, neither daily rainfall totals nor intensities were unusually 
high and for the first time in six years the aggregate was below normal. The heaviest fall for the 
month, 99 points, was recorded on the 23rd and in the days that followed the total was raised a 
further 164 points. 


During the first three weeks only isolated gusts exceeded 32 miles per hour and winds were 
mainly light to moderate. However, towards the end of the month gales became more frequent 
and did considerable damage. 


June. 


General.—During the first week heavy falls, following close on the unseasonable rains of last 
month, were again reported from the West Gascoyne and Fortescue divisions. Numerous places 
recorded more than an inch and some more than two. Meanwhile depressions passing south of 
the state caused a flow of warm northerly air over most divisions and temperatures were rising. 


For the remainder of the month successive low pressure areas had almost continual control 
of the weather over southern divisions—where north-west to west winds of varying strength 
predominated—and on only a few occasions did the region come under the control of high pressure 
systems. 


One such occasion was during the second week when an anticyclone, moving rapidly over the 
South West, caused a temporary cessation of rains which had fallen daily in divisions south of 
the De Grey. At most agricultural centres, where no rain fell for four days, the break was suffi- 
ciently long to allow a renewal of seeding operations—previously impeded by boggy conditions. 

New depressions with accompanying gales and heavy showers swept the coastal districts of 
the South West on the 17th, causing considerable damage in built-up areas, erosion of the beaches 
and taking the usual toll of the fishing fleet. Unstable air associated with these systems was 
responsible for the widespread thunderstorm activity reported the following day. 


On June 27th, just a year and a day after one of the most widespread snowfalls in the state’s 
history, snow again covered parts of the Stirling Range and was visible from Borden. This fall, 
heralding the approach of the month’s only winter-type anticyclone, was accompanied by cold 
southerly air which surged as far north as the northern tropics, causing a marked drop in tempera- 
tures at most stations. 


Rainfall.—At practically every station south of the Fortescue totals for the month are above 
normal and at some centres in drier areas exceed the average by 300 per cent. Rains in the De 
Grey were lightest and in marked contrast to the falls recorded in the neighbouring Fortescue 
and Kimberley divisions. 

Heavy rain was reported from the western most areas of the Gascoynes and Fortescue early 
in the month and in four days almost 4 inches fell at Yardie Creek while Giralia recorded 516 
points. 

At the same time totals in the southern half of the state were mounting, and though only 
moderate falls were reported from central agricultural areas, heavy rain had extended into the 
South Eastern division. At Kalgoorlie and Coolgardie on the 6th, record daily falls for June, 
225 and 193 points, were recorded, and were followed at each station by a further 160 points on the 
9th. The following day a new record fall of 196 points was registered at Widgiemooltha and was 
preceded by 189 points on the 6th. Other stations to report unusually heavy rain were Davyhurst 
and Bulong, where 203 and 131 points recorded on the 6th were followed by 108 and 113 points 
on the 13th. 


By the 15th, ten days had been wet at most wheatbelt towns and in the lower south-west 
some exceptionally heavy rain had fallen. Some dairying districts had received 10 inches since 
the beginning of the month and by the 12th Pinjarra had recorded 13 inches in 14 days, while at 
Mandurah, after 15 consecutive wet days the total reached 11 inches. Here flood waters were 
rising but were causing more inconvenience than danger. At West Coolup, however, floods 
reduced the district’s milk output and the few days of fine weather which followed after the 11th 
were urgently needed. 

Coinciding with the fine weather in other divisions, heavy rain was falling in the Kimberleys, 
and between the 12th and 20th totals exceeded 5 inches at some centres and 2 inches at many 
others. Rain gradually extended across the centre of the state but was very much lighter than 
that recorded further north. Another record daily fall for June was established, this time at 
Leopold when 310 points were received on the 14th, followed by another 3 inches on the 19th. 
Other stations which received more than 2 inches on the 14th were Billiluna 543 points, Spring 
Vale 210 points, Tableland 247 points, Margaret River 425 points and Karungie 290 points, while 
Fairfield and Billiluna both recorded 243 points on the 19th. 

With the return of frequent showers during the last half of the month came a renewal of 
flooding which this time was more extensive. Thunderstorms flooded eastern wheatbelt areas, 
rendering roads impassable and washing out crops. At some farms there were fears that growing 
wheat, submerged in flooded paddocks, would rot. 

Despite the excessive rains recorded elsewhere in the South West division, comparatively 
little fell at Hopetoun where only 238 points, 20 points below normal, were recorded. 
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No rain fell in easternmost areas of the Gascoynes during the latter half of the month but 
elsewhere in the division showers were frequent and pastoralists, banana planters and bean growers 
all benefited. 


Temperature—Though they are usually lower in June than in May, the month began with a 
gradual rise in temperatures until by the 9th minima were as much as 15° above normal. Similarly, 
the departure of maxima was quite marked and greatest about the 3rd, when, at Derby, tempera- 
tures reached 97°—a record for June. 


Causing the unusually high temperatures were north-east to north-west winds prevailing 
over the state at the time. Although they were accompanied by rain there was sufficient time 
between showers to allow temperatures to rise. The mild conditions were ideal for crop growth 
and reports from central wheatbelt areas stated that feed, of the type not normally available till 
August, was already on hand. 


However, maxima did eventually succumb to the influence of continual showers and in 
southern divisions fell below normal on the 9th. Minima, however, remained above normal until 
the 11th and until then the lowest temperature in the state was only 41°. 

During the next two days, as cold southerly air swept over the state, minima at most stations 
dropped over 10° and at Wandering, where in two days they dropped 17°, 30° was recorded on the 
12th. Frosts, however, were not numerous and screen temperatures were mostly above 36° as the 
influence of the southerly air was soon to pass. 


Though during the latter half of the month maxima were more often below average than 
above, minima were consistently higher than normal until the last three days. 


It was during this latter period that frosts were again reported and on this occasion, although 
not severe in agricultural areas—lowest terrestrial minimum 30° at Watheroo on 30th—they 
extended into the North Eastern division where the previous day at Wiluna a temperature of 
25° was recorded on the ground. 


Metropolitan.—Though 24 days were wet and the total rainfall was the seventh highest aggre- 
gate on record, temperatures were generally mild. Minimum temperatures within the range 
50°-60° occurred on 22 days (normal 14), while on all but two occasions maxima exceeded 60°. 
The mean minimum is the highest since 1947, and although the mean maximum was only 0-6° 
above normal, it was the warmest June since 1952. 


On one day in five, winds reached 50 miles per hour, and on the 18th rough seas and severe 
squalls—during which gusts reached 71 miles per hour—were responsible for hampering shipping 
in Fremantle harbour. Northern beaches were also washed away during this storm and some 


houses were damaged. 


Rainfall exceeded an inch on three days, 18th, 19th and 22nd, and by the end of the month 
flooding extended over the upper reaches of the Swan from South Belmont right through to Guild- 
ford. Though no houses were in danger at the time both the Swan and Helena Rivers were rising 
and flowing swiftly. In the last week the water level in Canning Dam rose almost seven feet.
